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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 26 May 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The examiner has thoroughly reviewed the applicant's arguments 
but firmly believes that the cited reference to reasonably and properly meet the 
limitations of the claimed invention. The applicant's primary argument is that the 
Jennings et al. reference (U.S. Patent No. 5,367,595) does not disclose all the 
limitations of the claimed invention. The applicant's primary argument is that because 
the outer member (112) is disclosed to have the inner wedge member (118) inserted 
inside it for aligning the fiber optic cables that it cannot meet the limitations of the claim. 
Specifically, the applicant argues that the inner wedge member provides channels 
which hold a single fiber optic cable, not the plurality of fiber optic channels as claimed 
within claim 1 . The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. 

Claim 1 claims an apparatus having one channel, where the channel includes: 
an input zone for holding a plurality of fiber optic cables; a transition zone adjacent to 
the input zone, the transition zone configured to contain all the optical fibers in a 
common space; and an output zone adjacent to the transition zone, the output zone 
comprising at least one slot, each slot having a maximum width that is equal to a 
multiple of the optical fiber diameter plus one half the optical fiber diameter. The outer 
member (112) disclosed within the Jennings et al. reference meets all these limitations. 
See Fig. 5. The input zone is shown by reference number (142), the transition zone is 
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shown by reference number (138,140), the output zone is shown by reference number 
(136), and the slot is shown by reference number (124). Fig. 9 and Fig. 10 clearly show 
that the outer member holds the plurality of fiber optic cables within its inner channel 
(120) that forms the common space. 

The applicant has not disclosed how the outer member (112) does not disclose 
the claimed inventions. Instead the applicant seems to be arguing that language of 
claim 1 does not allow for the inner wedge member (118) to be used within the outer 
member (112). The examiner respectfully disagrees with this interpretation of claim 1 . 
The wedge member (118) is a separate component that has been inserted within the 
outer member (112) and is not precluded by the claim language. The applicant is 
reminded that the term "comprising" is inclusive or open-ended and does not exclude 
additional unrecited components or features.
